militia rifles stolen from the local com 
puny's arsenal, drove dozens of negroes 
from town. Many are hiding in the 
surrounding woods while others have 
gono greater distances.

Pennsylvania works, and It is almost 
jertaiu that all of the remaining 000 
will join the movement and completely 
tie up the property. There are about 
IHX) men in the Fraukstowu property, 
and tin,- total number of men added to 
the aroiy of strikers by the movement 
will be about 1,800- When the strikers 
tiled out of the Pennsylvania works, 


I hey made no explanation to the ofli- 
i-lals. but to the newspaper men who 
met them outside they *>aid that they 
had quit rather than work nonunion 
made skelp. U is understood that ear- 
lier the National Tube company had 
fumonuced an. advance in wages, aud it 
was thought that It would hold the 
men. 


There was an incipient strike at the 


Keistone Rolling mills, which U an Iti- 
lU-pondent property. The men objected 
lo furnishing material to the United 
States Steel corporation, but the Amal- 
gamated association ordered them to 
tcsume work. This action Is taken as 
meaning that all contracts made by In- 
dependent mills before thi> strike began 
will be respected. 


MeKeesport has organized a senate of 


labor. It consists of throe delegates 
from each union and Is to have charge 
of tbe strike. 


AVork at Moiit'MMen Mill*. 


The steel mills ut Moncsscn, after a 


long period of Inactivity, were partly 
put in motion by strike breakers gath- 
ered in some of th« southern states, two 
more mills in the Painler plunt \\eie 
started up, und another large mill at 
the Clark property was also operated 
for tht,' first time. There \\tis some dis- 


rder in tho streets of Monessea. but 


the local police never lost control of the 
demonstrative crowds, and there was 
no serious trouble. The reopening of 
the MOIICKSOU mills K believed to be the 
!!i>t of a neries of aggressive moves on 
the part of the steel corporation. 


Preparations are known to be in prog- 


revs for reopening the Star Tin mills in 
this city and for increasing the force at 
the Lindsay & McCutcheon mills, and it 
is thought to be only u matter of time 
before the strongholds of the strikers 
like Xeucaslle, MeKeespol't, YS heeling, 
Bcllalre and Mlngu .luuctit.n \\I11 be li> 
vaded. 


The strikers deny that any real prog- 


ress has been made at either Moiiessen 
or Painter's und -say that they ure not 
to be frightened l,y the burning of a 
lot of coal and the mere uper.itlon of 
machinery. They say that skilled men 
ciuiiiot be secured outside of their 
ranks and thai none ol then men is de- 
serting, despite claims to the coiitrarj.

The greatest light In this district is 


for mastery at the iHiquesne mills of 
ihe Carnegie company. Both sides arc 
working secretly, the Amalgamated as- 
sociation to extend it-* organization und 
strrtigth among the workers and the 
steel company to block any plan to get 
the men out. Neither side has shown 
Its strength yet. and it is Impossible to 
get any line on the ultimate result. 
The claims made privately on either 
side are conflicting. 


The Amalgamated organisers assert 


that they have secured a strong posi- 
tion in the property and that when the 
word is given it Mill be shut down. 
The managers of the mills admit that 
the strikers have some friends in tin- 
mills, but express absolute confidence 
In their ability to keep the entire plant 
In operation. Coal and Iron police cure- 
fully guard tbe property, admitting 
none except employees, and they In 
turn are watched by secret pickets of 
the strikers.

' Chicago, Aug. '20.—A decided sensa- 
tion has been created among the steel 
workers In the Illinois Steel mills at 
South Chicago, 12 of the Amalgamated 
men having quit work and decided to 
join the general strike of the steel 
workers. These men heretofore have 
steadfastly refused to obey President 
Shaffer's order to strike. As soon a3 
Vice President Davis of the Fourth 
district was Informed of the step he 
wired President Shaffer that if he 
would come to Chicago at once and 
call a joint meeting of the two local 
lodges the remainder of the T>00 Amal- 
gamated men employed in the South 
Chicago mills would be induced to i 
strike. 


Mr. Davis expects to bring about an- 


other Joint meeting of the Amalgamat- 
ed lodges during the present week or 
next Sunday, at which President Shaf- 
fer will make a plea for loyalty to the 
union. If the meetlug of tbe lodges 
shall not bring a strike or cannot be 
held, the next move will be a public 
meeting, to which all union men of all 
organizations who work in the South 
Chicago mills will be invited. Mr. Da- 
vis makes the prediction that th"re 
will be a strike that will close the South 
Chicago mills inside of ten days.

Common drinking cups uiuy be a 


source of infection as Vi ell as of a cool 
ing or exhilarating draft, as the casn 
may be. and tliis applies just as much 
if not more so to cohiiuuniou ruiis used, 
it is ti ue, in a holy cause, but none tlie 
less likely to ser\o a most wicked pur- 
po-,e. In fact, any article touched by 
the lips or hands that passes from one 
person, to another may comcy coiita- 
gfous virus or infectious germs. 
Xor 


is it necessary to even touch such arti- 
cles. 


Library books are no doubt often con- 


veyers of disease, and although libra- 
rians have been frequently, urged by 
sanitarians to adopt some method of 
disinfecting books few if any have 
seen lit to do so, although tlieip is a 
cheap, harmless and etliracious method 
of so doing by formaldehyde. 


Even articles that are iu a sense pri- 


vate property are possible factors In 
disease causation. l'osta;;e stamps, for 
example, and other gummed articles, 
notably the- dap of an envelope, are 
feitile fields for the growth of germs 
that may be lilotvu or otherwise, im- 
planted upon th,e gummed.surface, the 
danger being increased from the liabil- 
ity that the tongue may he cut by tho 
paper edge iu moistening them. The 
person who uses his tongue to moisteii 
stamps and tlie like may be infected or 
inoculated us effectually as if the poi- 
son were injected. 


The time will come when the individ- 


ual will have his individual objects of 
daily use. 
Kven. in the household it is 


wise to have one's own towel, soap, 
sponge and the like for the toilet. Sure- 
ly every one nowadays has his or her 
own toothbrush and comb and brush. 
At the table tho fad of having individ- 
ual cups and saucers and other ware 
Is a sensible one, though not a neces- 
sary one iu most cases, but if there is 
any person in the family affected with 
disease, especially consumption and tho 
like, it is absolutely necessary that that i 
person have his or her own dishes of 
such a distinctive pattern that they 
cannot be mistaken. 


Kissing has been a much discussed 


question, and while sentiment defends 
the practice hygiene is in favor of abol- 
ishing it, at least as a mark of public 
affection. 
Many an infant who has 


been given a kiss of affection has In 
reality been given the kiss of death, 
and in adult life serious diseases if not 
fatal ones have been transmitted by 
the kiss of OIIQ supposed to be pure, yet 
saturated with disease.

Trouble to Get Money IB • 


Bank at Flr«t Thau It In to Get It 
Out—Accoauuioda.tiug » Cumtoiaery 
Women tut D«noaito». 
To do business in New York one should 


Lave at least an office and a bank ac- 
count. If he can. only have one of these, 
It should be the latter. 
The business 


niau may have his office in his hat, he 
may carry hie papers about with him in 
his pockets or in a "bag, and his corre- 
spondence may be written, on paper of the 
"highly respectable" kind in hotel aud 
other public writing rooms, but he must 
have a bank account, and his choice of 
a bank is a «erious matter. There are 
certain banks which are favored by par- 
ticular lines of business, and while they 
do not confine their activities 'to any one 
branch to the exclusion of others they 
like to be known as "dry goods," "man- 
ufacturers' " or "foreign exchange" head- 
quarters* 


The man without a bank is likely to 


open an account with a bank in which 
there are other concerns in his line of 
business, but he is swayefl less by that 
consideration than by his estimate of the 
bank and of its management. The names 
of the board of directors are studied, and 
then the new customer is introduced to 
tin officer of the bank, who usually asks 
him how large an account he intends to 
place. An outline statement of the busi- 
ness is given, the newcomer convinces 
the bank authorities that his is a legiti- 
mate business, he is told that he rff&t 
keep a certaih amount on deposit, and 
when the bank and the new customer 
have agreed on all points the first de- 
posit is received, a signature recorded in 
the book kept for that purpose, the new 
man becomes a customer and the next 
day speaks of the Milk and Water bank 
as "my bank." 


IR order that the customer may be 


"accommodated" with a loan the deposit 
in most banks njust not go below the 
$1,000 mtu'k. When a man has had his 
fiist note discounted, he advances to a 
higher degree in the list of bank patrons. 
As his business mcreajses he may require 
more "accommodation" than the Milk aud 
Water can give him, and he opens an ac- 
count elsewhere, giving the new bank a 
part of his deposits and receiving "ac- 
commodation" in return. 


As the business develops new bank ac- 


counts arc openpd, and a concern need 
not be a large one to have four or five 
bauk accounts. They are not always cou- 
tined to New York. Banks in New Jer- 
oey and Philadelphia often receive a part 
of the metropolitan concern's deposits 
and also attend to 'the collection busi- 
ness and by remitting in New York ex- 
chango save their New York customer 
exchange expense. 


There are many business concerns in 


which the idea prevails that tho banks 
consider it au accommodation to them to 
be asked to discount their customer's 
paper. "This is a great mistake," said 
the cashier of one of tho largest bunks in 
Now York, "When we make a loan, we 
accommodate the customer only. We can 
find profitable outlets for our funds with- 
out going to the business houses." 


The bank officials in most instances 


kuow only one or two men of a concern, 
but they are usually posted on the finan- 
cial condition of their customers. The in- 
dications by which they judge are the de- 
posits, their amount and their character, 
whether they are made up of eustomeis' 
checks or money that does- not represent 
merchandise sold, by the way in which 
maturing paper is met and in the case of 
manufacturing concerns by the amount 
drawn lor the pay roll. Nearly all large 
manufacturing concerns furnish their 
bunks with a list of the style of cur- 
rency wanted on pay day, and when the 
check is presented the teller knows how 
many billa of each denomination to give, 
how much specie aud in what kind of 
co'.n. Some concerns furnish this list ou 
Friday, so that when the messenger goes 
to the bank on Saturday he finds the 
money all ready for him. 


There are thousands of bank customers 


who never ask for a favor beyond that of 
handling their money. They open an ac- 
count because they like to pay their bills 
by checks. Some years ago they -would 
not have aspired to a bank account That 
was in the days when only rich men 
wrote checks. But riches and bank ac- 
counts do not necessarily go together 
now, 
and any person who wishes to do so 


may now .find a banking concern to han- 
dle -his earnings. 
The little depositors 


give the banks little trouble beyond that 
which goes with receiving- the deposits 
and paying the checks as they come to 
the bank. 
Salaried men, small shop- 


keepers,, executors of estates and women 
belong to this large class of bank cus- 
tomers. 


"It costs us about $6 a year to keep an 


account," said a bank president, "and for 
that reason we tell our customers when 
they open an, account that we expect 
them to keep at least $150 or $200 on de- 
posit. But they don't always do It, and 
we don't hold them up to it- Our busi- 
ness is like all others in one respect—we 
want to make customers, and. having 
made them, we want to keep them, and if 
a deposit dwindles down to within a few- 
points of nothing we say nothing, because 
really there is little work connected with 
the account, and every customer of that 
kind helps to advertise us. Even a de- 
posit of $200 will not net us the amount 
of the cost of keeping the account, be- 
cause we can use only 75 per cent of the 
money deposited with us. The remaining 
25 per cent must be put in the vaults in 
cash." 


"We know the financial plan on which 


many households are run," said a bank 
officer, "and Iota of other things that are 
'secrets' to the rest of the world, and the 
women know that we appreciate that 
these are secret matter*, that we say 
nothing and just attend to business. 
These are not secrets confided to us by 
words, but they come to ns by way of 
the deposit slips. The woman who de- 
posits $100 every week and .draws checks 
in favor of the butcher, tlie baker and 
the candlestick maker and never a check 
for a store account shows that the $100 
is her 'table allowance.' Occasionally the 
$100 cheek does not come, but instead 
there is a deposit of cash $10 or $20 
short. Whether the difference went to 
charity or to pay a bill contracted 'on the 
sly' no one knows, but the table probably 
falls short that amount."—New York 
Tribune.

"Piano moving," said a Dealer la pi- 


anos, "Is a business by Itself. There ore 
ruukmen who devote themselves to 
his wofk and some whose business has 
descended to them from their fathers. 
Some piano manufacturers and dealers 
iiaiutaiu their own trucking aud piano 
moving facilities, but with the increas- 
ed amount of piauo moving the work 
jas come to be more of a trade now 
than ever. What with the multipllca- 
lon of Huthouscs and the frequent ne- 
:essHy of carrying pianos up two, three 
or four llights of stairs, it Is work that 
calls nowadays more than ever for the 
exercise of skill as well as strength. 


"1 suppose people generally realize 


this, and nowadays most folks when 
they want a piano moved employ a pi- 
ano mover. But occasionally somebody 
has a piano to move and to save a dol- 
iir or two gets an expressman or a 
truckman who Is not a piano specialist 
:o move his piano, and the express- 
man or trackman very likely takes this 
job because he wants the money, and 
ho thinks he's up to anything there Is 
doing in his line and that he can handle 
pianos when they come his way. 
He 


gets through with It, very likely, all 
right, but sometimes a piano gets away 
from him. and when It does it makes 
dusty work. 


"1 knew of a case In which a piano 


got away like that from an expressman 
who had undertaken to carry It up to a 
fourtli floor flat. He was a good ex- 
pressman, all right, you know. 
He 


could handle anything in his way just 
as well as anybody could, but piano 
moving was really not In his line. A 
piauo Is a tremendously heavy thing, 
but I don't suppose anybody except 
those that have tried It know how hard 
a piano does sag back when It's being 
carried up a Uight of stairs. The regu- 
lar piano mover Is more than strong. 
He's an expert in this work too. A 
pinno moving, team hangs on to a 
piauo not only with strength and con- 
stant watchfulness, but with coustaut 
readiness, and they work together with 
a mutual helpfulness that makes them 
practically Invulnerable, aud when a 
bunch of men not skilled In this way 
undertake to carry a piano up stairs 
they undertake a big risk. 


"Well.. the expressman ami his men 


got that piano up the first flight of 
stairs all right and pretty nearly up to 
the top of the second, and then some- 
thing happened, somebody's foot slip- 
ped or something, nobody knew Just 
what, and It didn't make any differ- 
ence with the result aiiywaj, and tho 
piano got loose. I never knew what it 
did to the stairs or the house. I never 
went there to see, but It broke one arm 
and one leg of the expressman who 
was running the Job and who was one 
of the men under the piano's heavy 
end. 
It was only by the mercy of 


Providence that he wasn't ground and 
smashed Into pulp, along with the two 
men with him at that end. They, In 
some miraculous way, escaped alto- 
gether. 


"They took the wounded man to the 


hospital, and there he staid for weeks. 
They brought the piano here to see 
what we could do in the way of re- 
pairing it. The back frame was bro- 
ken, the case was split, and the whole 
piano was a wreck. 
It would have 


cost $200 to put It in order, aud then 
you wouldn't have been sure of re- 
storing it to Us original condition. They 
took the piano away again, and how 
they settled it all I never knew. 


"The fact is that under present con- 


ditions piano moving calls more than 
ever for the exercise not only of 
strength, but of special skill, and I 
should not for a moment hesitate to 
say that if one had a piano to move, 
especially out of or into any difficult 
place, the wisest thing he could do 
would be to employ a piano mover."— 
New York Sun.

A statement of the weather and crop 


conditiona of New England, compiled 
from tho reports of correspondents of 
ihd United States department of agri 
culture, for the week ending August 20, 
is as follows: 


Crops of all kinds, and in fact all 


vegetable growth, are in such beautiful 
healhty condition as to cause|remark; all 
verdant with the young, tender appear- 
auce of spring. 
The second growth of 


grass is luxuriant, and an excellent crop 
o£ rowen will be harvested. 
Grain has 


suffered to some extent, because of the 
poor harvesting weatner. 
In somo 


cases a loss from wind, rain and hail, 
has resulted before harvest. The wet 
weatlior has kept meadows so soft as to 
prevent the cutting ot grass thereon. 
Fruits are growing well, 
with, of 


course, the usual exceptions incident to 
the pecuhartius ot locality. 
Vegetable 


crops BIO in excellent condition, and 
excepting potatoes, the yield will be 
up to the average. Potatoes, however, 
uio bjtter thin was expected possible 
earlier in the season. 
Barring possible 


iujuiy from early fronts, the several 
crops are assured. 


Gram is everywhere in good condi- 


tion, and there is but little indication 
of rubt, In some localities it is past its 
best condition, as it coald not be har- 
vebted on account of the wet weather. 
Although corn needs sunshine, it is 
coming, forward rapidly with a good 
growthof stalk. Oat$, in some places, is a 
good crop, and elsewhere is only fuir 
lu southwest Connecticut the crop is 
reported u failure. 
Buckwheat is a 


large growth. 


Hungarian giaes is being harvested, 


although fcouue is past its best condi- 
tion, becauHtj of the bad haying weather. 
Fields have started exceedingly well 
after mowing, an«l m norno places u 
hejvy ciop of rowoii IB being harvested. 
There is a lurge quantity ot full fted, 
and pastures are in good condition. 


Apples are growing finely in certain 


purls of Maine, and in aomo other parts 
of tho f>Gotion, l u i j the crop is giving 
but little more hypo than reported in 
proceeding wooks. Much oi tho fruit 
loit on thu trees ha'j been blown oil by 
tho wind bijuulls. Tear trees are louded 
with excellent fruit. 
Plums aie not so 


plentiful ua usiul, but at the same time 
are a good ciop. Peaches are not satis- 
factory. Cranbeines look well, giving 
indications of a fair crop; picking will 
soon begin. 


Potatoes havo suffered but little from 


tho wet weather, and us a rule were im- 
proved thereby; however, rust and scab 
lnvo injured the crop m some)looa!iues. 
The crop is much better than was indi- 
catod earlier in tho season, but it has 
the t>titno tendency to grow large at the 
top, with few potatoes m the hills. Cu 
cumbers and pumpkins are aoarcy, al- 
though in southern uistnuta cucumbcrb 
aio glowing vigorously. 
Turnips will 


be liuge. and plentiful. 
Sweet corn is 


very fiuo, it is, perhaps a little late, but 
is excellent in quality. 
Cabbages give 


exceedingly good prospects. 
Onions 


are about matured a id are very prom- 
ising. 
Beetb are better tbim usual. 


Lima beans are vigorous. The crop of 
beans, taken as a whole, give better 
promise than the other vegetables. 


The weather of the week has been 


very deficient in sunshine, with dull, 
'°ggr> sultry days; about noimal in 
temperature and rainfall. /There have 
been borne squalls, in which wind, hail 
and rain did damage to agriculture. 
Tho conditions have been seasonable, 
and of great benegt to growing crops, 
the peculiar combination of warmth and 
moisture being such as to insure rank 
and Ubt growth. 
Warm weather with 


some ram will mature crops before the 
possibility of injury from cold.
